Gentlemen, I always feel at home in your 


good State of Maryland.

Alleghenies or upon the shores of your beauti- 
ful Chesapeake, I have ever received that kind- 
ness and attention which makes m« feel at home. 
Added to this, also, is another consideration— 
my better half having been born in Maryland.

Slavery. 


In rny humble judgment, gentlemen, both 


parties who aie so clamorous upon that question 
are in error. 
One contends that without an e- 


nactment of Congress preventing slavery the in- 
stitution will take root in those ten hones—the 
other contending the unconstitutionality of any 
such act depriving them of moving thei; slaves 
thither. 
In my opinion, both are practically 


wrong, inasmuch as the question evidently set- 
tles itself. 
Slavery can never exist in those ter- 


ritories—the climate, thesoil, and the industrial 
pursuits of the people all forbid it. 


I am peihaps going too far, gentlemen, in ex-
